The Prime Minister's announce- 
ment come in the briefest possible 
form —a mere “Yes, Sir” in an- 
swer to a member's query. 

The member had _ inquired 
whether the prime minister would 
“give assurance that it is the in- 
tention of His Majesty's govern- 
ment to secure at the World 
Economic Conference a general 
reduction in tariffs.” 

LONDON, May 10.—The tariff 
truce project was strengthened 
somewhat by suggestions from 
the United States government 
which were conveyed to British 
quarters this noon by Norman H. 
Davis, the United States am- 
bassador-at-large. 

Suggestions made in a note 
from the United States govern- 
ment were minor, but were ac- 
cepted immediately by the Brit- 
ish and submitte@ at once to six 
other governments whose answers 
are expected today or early to- 
morrow.

During the last few years’ the) 
association has taken advantage of | 
the celebration of Mother's Day to 
call attention to the desirability of 
improving and safeguarding the) 
condition of women during child- 
| birth. 

Through the ages, medical science 
|has learned a vast deal about how 
!to make motherhood safe and easy. | 
‘FIRST ADVANCE 

The first advance in point of 
ltime was the invention of proce- 
{dures to insure the successful ter- 
|mination of difficult labors—when 
|due either to mother’s weak- 
ness, or to deformity of the birth 
canal or to the size of the child, 
delivery cannot be accomplished 
spontaneously. For the primitive 
mother—before the invention of 
forceps and other manipulations— 
improper position of the child spell- 
ed inevitable doom. 

Next, in order of time, it has 

| learned how to prevent infection 
| of the mother during childbirth— 
| by asepsis and anti-sepsis. In 
short, by supreme cleanliness. 
| And, lastly, it has been possible 
'very largely to mitigate the pains 
fof childbirth. 
But a mere knowledge of the way 
Beg accomplish these things does not 
mean that they will be universally 
jearried out. “Leading authorities 
|agree as to what is needed to make 
motherhood safer,” continues the 
president of the Maternity Center 
lassociation. “The important thing 
at present is to awaken the public 
to the existing conditions, and rouse 
them to do something about it I 
am happy to do my small part in 
spreading this gospel 

I hope, however, that no effort to 
arouse the public to the possibil- 
ities of danger will cause unneces- 

sary alarm to expectant mothers 
jwhose intelligence and foresight 
have caused them to safeguard their 
own interests. Many of them are 
|made unnecessarily unhappy by 
propeganda statistics which do not 
fit their cases. Childbirth, com- 
petently conducted, is today abcut 
as safe as anything equally impor- 
tant can be.

OTTAWA, May 10.—Bill amend- 

ing the Canada Shipping Act wes 
passed by the Senate Banking and 
Commerce Committee today after 
making several changes in the 
wording of the different clauses 
which did not materially change the 
effect 

The ciauses dealing with coastal 
shipping were changed to be al- 
most word for word with corres- 
ponding clauses in the United States 
regulation.

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From Canadian Finance, Winnipeg:—One of the 
most discussed questions is “revaluation” of gold. 
Bernard Kilgore in the Wall Street Journal has 
written some very interesting comments on the 


subject. An organization called the Commitiee of 
the Nation, representing 300 industrial leaders, has 
included in its “five-point plan” for monetary re- 
adjustment, a suggestion that the gold weight of 
the dollar be reduced, Mr. Kilgore explains. This 
idea has received support from a number of quar- 
ters recently, although it has not yet taken the 
country by storm. 

It is based on some such reasoning as that, he 
states. Prices are too low. Dollars are therefore, 
too high, This means that debts contracted in terms 
of dollars when dollars were cheaper are that 
much harder to pay off. This isn't fair to labor, 
industry and agriculture. The easiest way out is to 
change the yardstick by which prices are measured. 
Instead of using 23.22 grains of gold for a dollar 
use 25 per cent less—or 50 per cent less—or enough 
less to bring prices expressed in terms of the new 
dollar to the “right” level. And then, if necessary, 
keep changing the gold weight of the dollar so as 
to preserve a steady general price structure. 

2A sub-committee of the committee of the nation, 
presenting its program, calls this the “revaluation” 
of gold, he continues. They suggest that the treas- 
ury “should raise the price of gold from $20.67 to 
36.17 an ounce.” Strictly speaking, there is no 
such thing as a “price” of gold in terms of dollars 
The United States gold dollar is a certain weight 
of gold and therefore, saving that an ounce of gold 
is “worth” $20.67 is just like saying a quart of beer 
is “worth” two pints of beer. Measuring the value 
of something in terms of itself hardly establishes 
a “price.” 

What the committee really means is that it 
would have the treasury make 36.17 gold dollars 
from every ounce of gold instead of 20.67 gold dol- 
lars as at present. The value of gold, in terms of 
everything else in general. wouldn't necessarily 
change, but prices presumably would go up because 
they woul) be measured in smaller pieces of gold 
or in paper or credit dollars representing smaller 
pieces of gold

GOOD CURES 

Anyone who is in discomfort naturally wishes 
to feel at ease as quickly as possible, and this fact | 
has lead to the use of many remedies and treat- 
ments that will bring about a speedy relief of pain 
without consideration of whether or not the meth- 
ods used be permanently harmful. It is not the i 
acutely sick patient that forms the greatest part 
of a general practitioner's business; it is the chronic 
one who tries one method after another—first 
medicine, then surgery and this generally leads to | 
the drugless methods and even the mental treat- | 


ments 

By the term “acute diseases” one generally
